SCREAMS SAVE THE GIRL. 


Attempt Made to Carry Of 8 
Year Old Daughter of the 


‘Daylight 


Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 26.—[Special.}—An at- 
tempt to kidnap the 8 year old daughter of 
Gov. John H. Mickey of Nebraska has 
brought to light a conspiracy formed by con- 
victs in the state prison to take revenge upon 
the executive for his refusal to pardon Will- 
iam Rhea, a youthful murderer, who was 
hanged at the penitentiary last July. 

The plot was revealed to the warden, A. 
W. Beemer, and by him communicated to 
the governor. Little credence was placed in 
the story, for the convict who revealed it 
to the warden was himself an applicant for 
pardon, and his story of a plot was regarded 
as an effort to gain the governor's favor. 
Still, Gov. and Mrs. Mickey were sufficiently 
impressed to keep their children close at 
home. The children were not permitted to 
leave the house at all in the early evening 
unless attended. 


Seized in Broad Daylight. 

The attempt to kidnap one of the gov- 
ernor’s children, however, was made in 
Broad daylight. Elizabeth, the 8-year old 
daughter, was playing in front of the execu- 
tive mansion, directly opposite the state- 
house, in the afternoon, several days ago, 
when a rough a ring man came along 
the walk, picked her up in his arms, and 
started to walk off with her. 

The little girl struggled and screamed and 
her companion raised such an outcry that 
the man, after carrying the girl for half a 
block, released her and ran away. | 

The man who tried to kidnap the little 
girl is described as being 6 feet tall, of about 


180 pounds in weight, wearing a black slouch | 


hat, a stubby red beard of three or four 
days’ growth, and unkempt hair, .

Bain Clouds Add to Spectacle. . 

The rain which made the streets disagree 
able brought the clouds close to earth. They 
served as amatural background, turning rosy 
under the play of the fire beneath and soon 
reflecting the flames themselves, the streets, 
the crowds, and the buildings; 

None of those on the scene was able ta 
appreciate this part of the spectacle, but 
the great mass of the city’s inhabitants saw 
the picture from their homes. To them the 
effect was as if the heart of the city Were 
wrapped in fire and mantled luridly with 
smoke. The rise and fall of the flames as 
the powder was fed into the blaze took, in 
the clouds, the form of waves of vivid color. 
Downtown the picture passed in fess than 
fifteen minutes; at a distance it was observed 
for nearly half an hour. The sight was seen 
ten miles away. 


The day saw the centennial formally be- 
gun. All the morning the tribes of visiting 
‘Indians, the Chippewas, the Pottawatomies, 
the Winnebagoes, the Sacs and Foxes, and 
the Ottawas, were the center of attraction

‘Rhea had the sympathy of all the convicts | 
in the penitentiary. By the mysterious 
prison telegraph, known only te convicts, 
his story was soon passed from cell to cell. 
The convicts took great interest In the efforts 
made to secure Rhea'’s pardon, and were 
angered by the governor's refusal] fd inter- 
fere in his behalf. ; 

At the time ofthe hanging of Rhea.at the 
penitentiary a number of the convicts were 
morose and surly, and Warden Beemer 
watched them closely, taking every precau- 
tion to prevent a mutiny or an outbreak. 

Warden Beemer at first. was inclined to at- 
tach little credence to the.story of a plot, 
as the convict who gave him the first hint of 


his statement was looked uponmerely as a 
device to influence the governor in his own 
behalf. 

Soon after the execution a convict to 
the warden and informed him that a.plot 
was on foot to kidnap one of the children 
of the governor. A few days later another 
convict informed the warden that the plot 
to kidnap the child was still being discussed 
and had nearly been formulated. 


Governor Talks of the Plot. 

The warden communicated the facts to the 
governor. Gov. Mickey said tonight: “1 
was informed recently that an attempt would 
be miade to kidnap one of my little ones in 
revenge for the hanging of William Rhea, 
but I did not consider the rumor seriously. 
Desiring, however, to avoid giving any one 
a possible chance to carry out such an in- 
tention, Mrs. Mickey and myself have not 
permitted the children to play a in the }

made it probably would be along about dark. 
The attempt made to carry off Elizabeth 
came as a complete surprise. She is 8 years 
of age and weighs about 80 pounds.

Cable Trains Blocked by Crowd. 


Some of the fires burned brighter than 
others, and to these favored spots the street 
throng hastened from blocks around.

INDIANS INVADE CITY AT DAWN. 


Barly Visitors to Lincoln Park Find 
Six Tribes Pitching Tepees Around 
Fort Dearborn—Batties Tomorrow. 


Chicago of a century ago, consisting of a 
log fort and a score of Indian tepees, has been 
restored on the meadow at the south end of 
lAncoiIn park. The population which con- 
sists of nearly 206 descendants of the Indians 
who were the first inhabitants of Chicago, 
paddied in canoes down the lagoon early yes- 
terday morning and leid out a site for an 
Indien village within a stone's throw of Fort 

. Dearborn. 

From the shore of the lagoon to the site of | 
jhe Village the. Indians marched in solemn 
procession, the braves in the front rank and 
the squaws, carrying the canoes and the 
Materials from which the tepees were to be 
made, -bringing up the rear. Before noon a 
score of tepees had sprung up around the 
biockhouse and the members of six tribes | 
were doing their best to become acquainted 

‘each other. 


Thousands Visit Indian Camp. 

he Indians were protected from the curi- 
f the white-people by a circle of park 
y policemen, which stretched around 
entire village. Occasionally a crowd of 
ger sightseers would succeed in breaking 
hrough the line of police and wire fence, 
Dut they were promptly driven back, to the 
great amusement of the inhabitants of the 
village. Nearly 50,000 persons visited the 
park .during the afternoon and saw the vil- 
lage, but the games and contests, the war 
Gances, and the attack on the fort are 
™Ot to take place until tomorrow, and the 
crowds were content -to gaze on the Indians 
fror a distance. 

Members ,of five tribes—the Winnebagos, 
fue.

ametrically opposed in.regard to the tariff 
question made it pretty easy for the gov- 
ernor to subordinate the “Iowa idea” te 
the protective idea and at:the same time to 


year means the samie as it did last year, al- | 
the ‘‘shelter plank” has been omit- 
ed. 
In brief, the governor took the position that 
the republican platform represents the re- 
publican idea of protection, while the demo- 
cratic platform is essentially for free trade. 
Compares the Platforms. 

‘On this subject he began by quoting the 
tariff utterances of the democratic platform 
as follows: i 

“ As the most alarming features of our 
present conditions are the evils which come 
from trusts, and ag these evils are made pos- 
sible by legislati favoring’ one class and 
against another by transportation privileges 
and by monopoly of original sources of supply 
of natural products, therefore, to the end 
that the evils connected with the growth of 
trusts may be éliminated, we call for the 
removal of the tariff from all trust made 
goods, and we demand that all tariff sched- 
‘ules be adjusted with a view to a tariff for 
revenue only.” 

In opposition to this he quoted the repub- 
lican platform, which says: ' 

“We reiterate our faith in the historic 
policy of protection. Under tts Influence our 
country, foremost in the bounties of nature 
has become foremost in production. It has 
enabled labor to secure good wages. and has 
induced capital to engage in production with 
a reasonable hope of fair reward.” 

In commenting on these statements he said: 

“There is not a republican in the state of 
Iowa whose eye does not gleam with pride 
and whose heart does not warm with enthu- 
siasm as he takes this bold and uhcompro- 
mising oath of allegiance to the party of pro- 
tection. 


Answers Sullivan’s Charge. 

In answer to Mr. Sullivan’s charge that he 
was inconsistent in supporting the platform 
this year the governor said: 

“TI desire fairly, and in the most am.cable 
way, to enlighten my opponent upon some 
matters concerning which he has been mis- 
led. Iam not a stickler for consistency, and 


I reserve the right to change my mind and 
avow the change just as often as it is neces- 
sary to hold and proclaim what I believe to 
be true. - Respecting the tariff, however, I 
am not conscious of any change or modifi- 
cation in my views during the time that my 
utterances have been quoted. I have spoken 
often upon the different phases of the sub- 
ject in the last two years, but never without 
the most careful reflection and the most ma- 
‘ture consideration.” 

Explains Loss of “Shelter Plank.” 

In regard to the action of the republican 
convention in adopting the platform’ this 
year and omitting the “shelter plank,” the 
_governor explained his interpretation as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Sullivan finds much food for melan- 
choly in the fact that the phrase: ‘ We favor.

AVARICE SHOWN BY PLAYERS IN 
RECENT CONTROVERS™. 


Kction of American League Pennant 
Winners in Demanding All Receipts 
of Post-Season Series with Pitts- 
burg, Leaving Killilea te Pay Ex- 
penses, Is Beyond Reason—Recur- 
rence of Trouble Is Sure to Be Pre- 
vented Next Year. |

Public interest from the baseball standpoint 
during the week centered in the vicissitudes 
of the hoped for series between the Boston 
American and Pittsburg National league 
feams. While that series has apparently been 
Memched at iast, there is no way of assuring 
Wie public against more troubies with [ue 
Players before it reaily takes piace. And 
what is worse, the controversy has detracted 
immeasurably from the vaiue of the series 
itself. 

Although a compromise was finally reached 
between the Boston piayers and Owner Kiili- 
léa. the friction which existed and the action 
of Collins’ men did much to disgust the lovers 
of real sport, many of whom would ordinarily 
have sided with the men. Their demand for 
the whole apple, core and all, leaving the 
Owner of the club only the.privilege of paying 
the expenses of the series, was beyond ail 
reason and destroyed the sentiment connected 
with the thing. The players laid bare to all 
the fact that they had not won the pennant 
for the sake of winning, as every true sport 
likes to think players do, but for the extra 
revenue it would bring them attheend. They 
@emanded a large reward for having per- 
formed services for which they had already 
been paid liberal salaries. | 


The players take unto themselves all the 
eredit for winning the pennant, overlooking 
the fact that no one, or two, or ten of them 
could have landed in front if the policy of the 
club had not been liberal enough to providea 
Winning combination without regard to cost. 
They say they have made a lot of money for 
the club and should be rewarded. 
had finished last in the race and by their poor | 
work caused the club to lose heavily on the - 
season they would have yelled murder if the 
club had cut their salaries to reimburse itself 
for losses due to their incompetence or un- 
faithfulness. ; 
The offer which Owner Killilea fitet made 
his players—to give them % per cent of the 
Boston club’s share of the gross receipts | 
and pay the expenses out of his.end of it— 
Was considered liberal by every fair minded 
enthusiast. The players’ contracts tech- 
Nically expire on the night of Sept. 29. al- 
though some of them run through next sea- 
Son. It was only right. therefore, that the 
men should ask for some extra remunera- 
tien for working bevond the specified time 
Of their contracts. They demanded all the 
receipts, and the compromise, by which they 
get 75 per cent of Boston's share and Kil- 
Hiea 25 per cent, ie a tribute to the sportsman- 
Ship of the Milwaukeean. By adhering to his 
Original proposition he would have had the 
Fupport of the public against his men, who 
would have made themselves mighty unpop- 
lar with the Boston fans. In the interests 
of the great game he met the players more 
than half way and protected the public par- 
tially against the headstrong players. 


Mut much harm has been done already. 
The fans will have an excuse for thinking 
the players will not give their best efforts ; 
Décause they have beén only partially ap- 
Deased. by the clubowner. They have had it 
impressed upon them that the players will 
enter the series for what there is in it finan- 
'@ially;, and not for the sake of heating Pitts 
burg, earning the title of world’s champions. 
That knocks the sentiment out of thé thing 
and when baseball is put on a sordid financial 
) Waris before the public all the glamour its 
gone. That is not the worst of it. With the 
piayers-getting the greater part of the pro- 
ceeds, there will always be a chance for eus- 
picions of hippodroming and echeming to 
make the series 2s long and as close as pos- 
Sible, #0 as to attract more dollars. There 
May be no real ground for these suspicions, 
nevertheless they will be found, unless one 
club should happen to win five straight 
Bames. Then the fans will say the beaten 
stub was not “trying” because it was dis- 
gruntied over not getting all the money 
In sight. 
The Boston players have been brought be- 
fore the public most prominently tn this mat- 
ter, but there is well grounded authority for 
believing they were not alone in the matter. 
It is known that all has not been serene in 
the Pittsburg camp. although it has heen 
made to appear s0 as much as possible. Nev- 
ertheless, there is good basis for the belief 
*hat the players of the two clubs were work- 
ing in harmony in the matter. The Roston 
club was to make the first bluff, because Kii- 
Hiea was thought to be an easier mark than 
Dreyfuss. If they succeeded in getting all 
the Boston club’s share of the receipts the 
Pirates would make the same demand on 
Dreyfuss, of course. This will be substan- 
tiated by the fact that Dreyfuss’ men will cet 
the same terms as the Bostonians, or there 
Will be trouble. If the bluff failed alto- 
, ether, as. seemed likely at one time, the play- 
ers of the two clubs were to arrange a series 
on their own hook and pocket the receipts. 
d They hoped to force. their owners into giving. 
them the use of the home grounds. If not 
they would play tlsewhere. That is the 
scheme whose existence is vouched for by 
men close to the players in question. ;

: Under the circumstances It is doubtful if it 
. would not have been better to declare the 
P games off altogether and wait until next 
: year and make it impossible for any such 
‘ thing to recur. At any rate, there can be 
a no doubt this ts the plavers’ 'ast chance to 
: hold up the magnates. Next year the players 
Will be signed ¢o contracts. which will cal! 
‘ for their services for at least six months, and 
perhaps longer. Ante-season, post-ceason, 


interleague, and minor league exhibition 
games will be made specifically as much a 
part of the players’ duty to the clubs as the 
‘ regular championship games. The players 
} will not be expected to play 140 games, but 
4 $40, if the club owners care to arrange them 


j within the period covered by the contract. 
And if the players complain, whom will they 
have to blame but themselves? 
Last year the Boston club carried Tom 
HMiughes on its pay roll all season, although 
P he was out of condition and of little use to 
the club. Tom has rewarded his manager 
and Killilea by pitching twenty victories 
and six defeats this season. His case is a 
remarkable exception. Other players on the 
team, without mentioning their names, have 
‘been out of condition this year and last 
through sickness not in any way caused by 
injury or the fault of the club. yet they have 
been paid their salaries in full. .It would 
«aa have been mere justice if the club owner had 
told them to report when in condition to. 
play and that their salaries would terminate 
until such time. For treating them more 
than fairly, the players have just rewarded 
Miliiiea. by holding him up for every possible 
eent. What is true of Boston wouid be true 
Of practicaly every club and player in the 
= country. Circumstances simply make that 
Club a shining example. 
All “dope” on the coming series is prac- 
a tically valueless, in consequence pt the 
i trouble with the players. The “ dopists ” 
| sean have no assurance that the players wi!] 
extend themselves under the circumstances 
On form and with both teams playing to 
their limit to win, the Boston team seems to 
the writer to have a shade the better of the 
argument in advance. With Criger in shape 
Pittaburg is inferior in the battery positions. 
ane Pirates claim the better outfield. Grant- 
in that,for the sake of the argument,and giv- 
‘ing them an even break on the infield, the 
Boston team has the better fighting spirit on 
past performances and the added advan 
of play<ng the first three games of the series 
on ite own grounds.

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CANADA CHARGES 
ABUSE OF TARIFF 


Dominion Manufacturers De- 
clare Their Interests Are 
Being Neglected. 


ASK FOR AN AMENDMENT. 


Want Goods Originating in the 
United States and Germany. 
Excluded. 


Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 24.—[Special Corre- 
Spondence.}—Alleged abuses of the British 
preference tariff. by shippers in the United 
States, Germany, and other countries have 
@gain been brought to the attention of the 
dominion government. The Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ association represents that Cana- 
dian industries, more particularly in steel and 
the various metal manufactures and wool- 
ens, are suffering severely from this cause. 
They declare that goods in an unfinished 
condition are shipped to London and other 
British points, receive Jess than the required 
25 per cent of British labor, and are for- 
warded thence to Canada in a finished state 
under the preferential tariff granted for 
British products. 

In this way, they assert, under the fiscal 
arrangement intended to benefit British in- 
dustries, the United States and Germany 
especially have been building up a large 
trade to the detriment of Canadian indus- 
tries. and of small value to Great Britain. 
They want the government to send a customs 
expert to Great Britain, with headquarters in 
London, to investigate, watch, and report on 
such shipments.. They ask that the prefer- 
ential tariff. be amended to exclude all prod- 
ucts originating in the United States and Ger- 
many on which less than 50 per cent of British 
labor has been performed. 


Asks for Evidence. 


_ As regards products originating in Ger- 
- many alone, finished by British labor, the 
regulation under the new surtax against 
German goods provides that whenever the 
chief value, that is, over 50 per cent, is pro- 
duced in Germany, they cannot come into 
Canada under the British preferential! tariff. 

The government has invited the Canadian 
Manufactufers’ association to submit evi- 
dence of infractions of the tariff require- 
ments if it can in support of its case, but 
no such evidence has so far been produced, 
and until it is, there is not the slightest like- 
_ Mheod.of the manufacturers’ move to have 

an investigating officer stationed he London 
beigg complied with. 

The'tariff revision: commission, ‘which the 
‘government is asked by the manufacturers 
to appoint. is aimed directly at the United 
States. The report of the tariff committee 
of the association recommending the com- 
mission .pronounces decisively against a 
reciprocal tariff with the United States. The 
manufacturers desire the whole question of 
tariff dealt with from the standpoint of trade 
interests, ungoverned by political consider- 
ations. Such a scheme of fiscal readjust- 
ment is simply out of the question in Can- 
ada, and the manufacturers may as well 
make up their minds first as last they will 
never get what they are asking for so long 
as the present government is in power at 
Ottawa. 

Americans having relatives in the Yukon 
country or business relations with that far- 
away section of Canada will do well to note 
that the postoffice department has issued 
notice to the effect that on the ist of Octo- 
ber the winter mail arrangements for the 
Yukon go into effect.

NO NEED OF A “DEMONSTRATION,” 

Mayor Sam Jones of Toledo is billed for 
an address this afternoon. The subject is, 
“ How the Citizens of Toledo Stopped a 
Franchise Grab in the Toledo Streets,” by 
attending the council meeting and making a 
demonstration to keep it in the right path. 
Possibly the address will be an interesting 
one for those who are interested in Toledo. 

‘The gettersup of the meeting Mayor Jones 
is to address say the object is “ to arouse the 
people of Chicago to the needs of a campaign 
to save Chicago’s streets.” They wish to 
have a great crowd of people attend the 
council meeting tomorrow evening to notify 
the aldermen that the privileges of the trac- 
tion companies must not be extended. The 
streets of Chicago are in no danger from 
the council and what has been done in 
Toledo has no bearing on the situation here. 
Mayor Jones has not the information which 


warrants his advising Chicagoans about 


their traction question, and he will not be 
so tactless as to attempt to do it. If the 
streets of Chicago were in danger the alder- 
men and not the officials of other cities or 
local cranks are the ones to look after them. 
As for the individuals who say the council 
must under no circumstances extend the 
privileges of the traction company they 
have a perfect right to put their erroneous 
ideas in writing and send them to the coun- 
cil. If they choose they can select a com- 
mittee to present the document to the coun- 
cil tomorrow. The proposition that a large 
body of men crowd into the council gal- 
leries and the city hall corridors tomorrow 
night to strike awe into the breasts of alder- 
men by tu« majesty of their numbers and 
the loudness of their shouts is arrant non- 


sense, not to use a harsherterm. The coun- 


cil is pot a town meeting. It is a legislative 
body composed of intelligent, sober minded 
men, who were elected to manage the city’s 
affairs and are able to do it without any 
“demonstrations”’ organized by self-ap- 
pointed—and utterly unfit—guardians of the 
city’s welfare. 

The aldermen were elected to settle the 
traction question. When they get ready

WIVES OR WAGE EARNERS! 

Shakspeare’s eternal devil isn’t half so 
eternal as Goethe’s eternal feminine. Not 
satisfied with having devastated literature 
the eternal feminine has now begun to dev- 
astate sociology. For instance—and this 
is only one out of innumerable instances— 
the Massachusetts bureau of. statistics of 
labor has just issued . bulletin on “ Sex in 
Industry.” Read. this bulletin if you want 
to measure the immensity and comprehend 
the incomprehensibility of the subject.: 

If you had been living in Massachusetts 
in the year 1870 you would have noticed 
that out of every 100 persons engaged in 
gainful occupations seventy-eight were men 
and twenty-two were women. In the year 
1900 there had been a change in this pro- 
portion between the sexes. Out of every 100 
persons engaged in gainful occupations only 
seventy-two were men and as many as twen- 
ty-eight were women. The eternal feminine 
had deviated into another vagary and had 
given the analytic masculine another oppor- 
tunity for analysis. 

Naturally the first kind of analysis to be 
made was in connection with the effect 
which this increase in the number of women 
wage earners would have on the marriage 
rate. In 1870 the marriage rate per 1,000 
of population was about twenty. In 1900, 
after various fluctuations caused by finan- 
cial panics and by alien immigration it had 
come down to about seventeen. It seems 


} clear, therefore, that in Massachusetts, as 


elsewhere, Mammon and Hymen are not un- 
related deities and that the woman who can 
support herself is freed from the epigram 


4 that “ love is woman’s whole existence.” 


But if it be admitted that the woman who 
works is not love’s slave, what shall we say 
about the woman who does not work? How 
often has it been pointed out to us that the 
women of the more or less leisured and more 
or less cultivated classes have turned their. 
stiff necks aside from the yoke of matri- 
mony? Almost any American town can 
now furnish the sociologist with a fairly 
large number of women who toil not neither 
do they get married. Are we to conclude 
then that women who work are more likely 
than other women to remain sitigle and that 


women who do not work are also more likely 


than other women to remain single? What's 
the difference? And, as every sociologist 
after his laborious studies must frequently 
have remarked, what’s the use? 


who fifty years ago would never have 
thought of not getting married today makes 
her chance of getting married depend on 
the appearance of the right man. Then if 
the right man appears and she gets married 


doesn’t appear and she doesn’t get married 
she does work or she does go on working. 
Her going to work is’ often—in point of 
logic if not in point of time—subsequent 


marriage. 

But would she be so independent about her 
marriage if she didn’t know that she could 
be independent about her income? In other 
words, did the hen lay the egg or the egg 
produce the hen? Thank the social gods 
for these questions. Without them conver- 


sion subside. We shall never know what 
proportion of-the growing independence of 
woman is economic and what proportion of 
it is psychical. Nevertheless, we shall allow 
the question to tease us out of thought for- 
ever.

A FREE HAND FOR TURKEY., 

At the beginning of the present Macedo- 
nian insurrection it was the announced pur- 
pose of the revolutionary leaders to provoke 

the Turk Into such hideous acts that the 
powers would be forced by public opinion 
| to intervene and either curtail the power of 
the Turk in Macedonia or else drive him 
out of the region altogether. The design 
was partly successful. That is the Turk 
was provoked into hideous barbarities. The 
warfare carried on at present in the Duro- 
pean vilayets is probably as merciless as 
any warfare in history. 

But the powers have not been provoked 
into interference. The prime minister of 
England writes to the head of the English 
church that the politics.of the situation will 
_permit nothing but the statusquo. “ Never 
mind,” he in effect tells the churchman, 
“ the barbarities. The powers, big and little, 
all want some of the spoil. We have our 
own hands full and can’t take any now. And 
we don’t propose to let any of the other 
bounders have any.”. Emperor William is 
sagacious enough not to make any sucb 
blunt avowal. But what he indicates clear- 
ly enough is that he wants the sultan’s aid 
for his railway schemes in Asia Minor, and 
so is going to cultivate the sultan’s friend- 
ship by seeing to it that Abdul does what he 
wants with his own in Macedonia. So Eng-. 
land and Germany, united on the integrity 
of European Turkey, prevent its dismem- 
berment. Russia and Austria would, if 
given permission, be charmed to divide it 
up. betwixt them, and it would be well if 
they could, but they cannot in the face of 
the other two. 

The word is thus passed to the sultan to 
go ahead. He is told definitely and publicly 
that he will meet withnointerference. The 
fact that Balfour’s public message to the 
Turk by way of the archbishop was sent day 
before yesterday shows that England en- 
tirely condones all that the Turk has done 
up to that point. And if England can 
endure what the Turk has done during the 
last two months it will put up with any- 
thing. The Turk may now go ahead and 
settle the matter in his own way, which will 
probably be to kill every Macedonian Chris- 
‘tian within his reach. . 


HALF A CENTURY OF MUSIO IN CHICAGO. 

Joseph Jefferson’s -reminiscences of the 
early drama of Chicago date back to 1839, 
when he was playing as a boy in his father’s 
troupe at the Rialto theater, in Dearborn 
street, near the river. Music, however, an-. 
tedates the drama in this city, for the first 
concert was given in December, 1835, in the 
lirst Presbyterian church, the first church 
‘built in Chicago. No program of the con- 
cert has been preserved, and all of the sing- 
ers are gone. Prior to 1835 the only music 
in the city was that of the Indians’ tom 
toms, old Béaubien’s fiddle, and the Con- 
gregational church singing in a frame tene- 
}ment, which was used in common by Pres- 
byterians, Baptists, and Methodists, the 
Rev. Messrs. Porter, Whitehead, and Free- 
man being the ministers, and Sergeant Bur- 
tis of the fort leading the singing. 

Music was not well grounded in Chicago 
until 1850. In that year Mr. Dyrenfurtb 
presented an orchestra composed almost ex- 
clusively of German revolutionists whom he 
had employed upon his farm, but who 
proved:.to be better musicians than farm 
laborers. This was the first orchestra Chi- 
cago ever heard. In that same year Chicago 
heard its first opera at Rice’s theater, or 
a part of its first opera, for the season 
was only half an hourin length, Theopera 
was “ Sonnambula,” and at the close of the 
first act the audience was dismissed because 
the theater was on fire. 
or three spasmodic efforts to establish opera, 
but it was not until 1859 that Maurice Stra- 
kosch succeeded. The next three years may 
be called the fist concert years of Chicago. 
Anna Bishop in 1851, Teresa Parodi, Cath- 
erine Hayes, and Anna Thillon in 1852, and 
Adalina Patti in’ 1853 were the concert 
pioneers. 

In 1851 the first regular lat institute 
was held by Bradbury, Hastings, and Low- 
ell Mason, who did a grand work for musical 
education a’ over the country. This insti- 
tute led up to the organization of the first 
Philharmonic society in 1852, with William 
H. Brown for president and G. P. Abell for 
conductor, which gave a series of success- 
ful concerts. In the next year the famous 
Germania orchestra came here and, assist- 
ed by Alfred Juell, the pianist, and Camilla 
Urso, the violinist, gave concerts which 
roused the orchestral spirit. When it dis- 
banded shortly afterward 
Henry Ahner, came here and organized a 
permanent orchestra in 1856. After his 
death Hans Balatka came from Milwaukee 
to conduct a siingerfest in 1857, and made 
such a fine impression that three years 
later he yielded to the importunities of mu- 
sical people and organized the Philharmonic 
society, which gave severa!] seasons of con- 
certs. They were all the rage for a time, 
but in 1868 Theodore Thomas appeared 
upon the scene with his fine Central Park 
Garden orchestra, and the Philharmonic 
society yielded the field to him. 

In those early days. the Musical union, 
which gave its first concert in 1857: the 
Oratorio society, the Mendelssohn society, 
of which Mr. A. H. Dohn was conductor; 
and the Germania and Concordia Miinner- 
chor contributed largely to the musical prog- 
ress of the city. When the great fire came 
all “ the daughters of music were laid low,” 
and it was supposed that years would elapse 
before any consideration would be given to 
it or any effort made to rehabilitate it, but 
in 1872 the Apollo club was organized and 
soon made its influence felt. Musie met 
with a hearty welcome. The details of the

 LEsSsoNs OF THE BOER WAR 
. For the first time an attempt was made 
at the French army maneuvers a fortnigtit 
ago to apply the lessons of the Boer war. 


France, where’ territory was contested by 
the Twelfth and Thirteenth army corps 
under the direction of Gen. de Negrier. 

This commander advocates and on this 
occasion put into practice tactics radically 
different from those hitherto employed on 
the sham battlefields of the continent. In 
France, especially, the custom has been to 
follow the precepts of Napoleon, with cer- 
tain slight modifications. He used to feel 
the enemy with cavalry, shell him at a dis- 
tance with artillery, approach by skirmish- 
ers, and then attack in mass ™ a large 
body of infantry. 

Napoleon, indeed, followed ‘bls plan of 
battle as often as he followed ayy other, and 
so has given his name to it, but he never 
fought by rule. He adjusted his plan of 
battle to the immediate circumstances by 
which he was surrounded and not to the cut 
and dried canons of dead generals. In fact, 
the plaintive criticism of an Austrian gen-/ 


| eral whom he had just surprised and beaten 


expounds the Corsican’s military philoso- 
phy: .“ But this young man doesn’t fight by 
rule. I was amply prepared for what ws 
ought to have done.” 

The Boer war taught that advances re 
mass of infantry are most disadvantageous 
against the modern rifle and that. cavalry. 
charges are next to impossible. De Negrier 
maneuvered with long lines, the files widely 
separated, the advance being by short 
rushes or crawls, alternated with periods of 
lying at full length behind the nearest shel- 
ter*and firing at will. Horses he made use 
of only for scouting and for conveying a 
part of his troops to the field, but on reach- 
ing the field the men dismounted, The ar- 
tillery continued substantially its old rdle of 
long distance shelling before the advance. 

It is surprising to think that in view of 
the patent and thoroughly given lessons of 
the Boer war the continental military au- 
thorities should still cling to the old rules 
which that war proved to be antiquated, 
The victor of the future will be a man 
iguided, like Napoleon, by conditions rather 
than theories, and the vanquished, like the 
Austrian general, will complain of being 
beaten only because of an opponent's dis- 
honofable and almost criminal of 


‘the canons of the military art. 


THE DETECTIVE FORCE. 
It is not proper to call the detective force 
worthless merely because the car barn mur- 
derers have not been arrested. There have 
been in the employ of the city at one time 
and another men who had natural detective 
abilities of a high order. By shrewdness, 
aided sometimes by good luck, they brought 
many criminals to justice. The smartest of 
them might have failed to make anything 
out of the car barn case. Occasionally 
murder does not out ip spite of much search- 
ing. While the detective force ought not 
to be turned upside down and inside out be- 


cause it has failed to do what better men 


might not have been able to accomplish, yet 
it ought on general principles to be made 
over again. It needs new blood. Most of 
the men composing it have become rusty and 
need to be put to walking beat again to 
sharpen their wits and to keep them stead- 
ily employed’ The patrolman has no time 
for loafing, while the detective has a good 
deal too much time, and becomes demoral- 
ized. Part of the so-called detective work 
consists in running around pawnshops to 
look for stolen goods. That does not demand 
ability of a high order. Part of the work 
consists in visiting houses which have been 
entered by thieves, listening to the tales of 
the victims, going over the premises, and 
looking wise. That does not require great 

There should be no permanency of tenure 
for detectives. When there is they are apt 
to become worthless. The patrolman who 
shows himself a bright, quick witted fel- 
low and has done a little creditable detec- 
tive work in a small way while walking beat 
ought to be given a trial at that kind of 
work. If he accomplishes nothing because 
he has become stale or for some other rea- 
son he should be sent back whence he came, 
and somebody else should be given a trial. 
If a man detailed for detective work knew 
that the length of the detail depended on his 
ability to produce results there would be 
much less loafing in saloons than there is 
now. 
It would not be a eit idea to set all the 
members of the detective force to walking 
‘beat and then begin to build up a new force 
by details from the sharper patrolmen—the 
men who have good eyes for faces and who 
seem to have judgment, discretion, and per- 
severance. But the men eelected for ad- 
vancement should understand that they 
must “do things” or they will go back 
whence they came. 


Recently some one called 

Enough attention to a tendency on 
Johns the part of parents to hark 
and Marys. back to the old fashioned, 
simple Christian names of a 

past generation instead of putting upon the 
child to be christened the full name of some 
person of present or past distinction, com- 
pared to whom the name of the child may 
be always in ridiculous contrast. This tend- 
ency the observer has sought to encourage, 
saying amdng other things that “ we cannot 
have too many of the simple ‘Johns’ and 
‘Marys’ of.e@nother generation applied to 
the boys and girls of our own age.” Right 
here it becomes a question whether this so- 
cial arbiter speaks from an esthetic or 
economic point of view. Esthetically he 
may be right. Economically, in view of the 
great cities and their crowded population, 
he is wrong today, and he will be more :wide- 
ly wrong tomorrow. For instance, Chicago 
of today has hundreds and thousands of 
Johns and Marys who by the city directory 
are no longer possible of distinction one 
from another. Not even the addition of a 
middle letter in the name will distinguish 
scores and scores of these persons to others 
who may have considerable claims to ac- 
quaintanceship. Imagine a person coming 
a stranger to Chicago in search of his friend, 
‘John Smith, who isalaborer! According to 
the directory there are nearly two hundred 


of these John Smiths, and another two hun- 


dred who have only qualifying middle names 
and initials. And out of this double array of 
Johns, even the knowledge of the person's 
occupation is of little value to the visitor. 
Years ago in Chicago the name of John 
Johnson became meaningless in the pages of 
the city directory; John Jones is almost as 
impossible of interpretation to the collector 
or the reporter or the puzzled malfl carrier; 
and the families of Brown, and White, and 
Williams, and O’Brien, and Casey, and Kelly 
find no individuality for a member in either 
Mary or John. In fact, the appellation in 
either. case fs an incubus upon the exercise 
of that individuality which Is his or hers by 
right of birth. In this strait of search for 
one of these Johns or Marys in cosmopolitan 
Chicago, think of the retief that ts suggested 
in a Czerny Johnson, a Gamaliel Jones, a

| tlon. The new gospel which is being 
preached—first civilize and then Chris- 
tianize—is putting the tender before 

the locomotive. 

Herbert Spencer has maintained with great 
force in his treatise on education that the 
moral nature is the first in time and impor- 
tance to be cultivated. But the moral nature 
of a man is*bound up inseparably with his re- 
ligious nature. 

All true morality’has its basis in religion. 
Mence it is that the most permanent persist- 
ent, far reaching principles and sentiments 
of man have sprung from the central core of 
his worshipful being. If, then, we would be- 
gin fundamentally to train him aright we 
must lay hold firmly and correctly upon his 
devout tendencies; if we would develop him 
in manward breadth and in godward height 
we must first clarify his spiritual vision.

sality, and adaptability In it. None other 


transforming into its own nature whatever 
may be found of value either among the 
barbaric or existent civilized nations with 
which it comes fn contact. Often, however, 
the friends of Christianity have assumed a 
false position in maintaining that it teaches 
the opposite of all that man ever desired or 
thought before its light Illuminated his un- 
derstanding or its grace renewed his heart. 

On the contrary, as we look to him who 
was ‘“‘the desire of all nations,”’ the dis- 
tinctive power and glory of Christianity are 
clearly manifested in this unique fact, that 
it, and it alone, meets the wants of the 
spiritual nature of mankind, uttered in all 
religions, and reveals the glorious realities 
which they dimly shadowed forth. 
‘“ Whatever of righteousness Judaism held, 
whatever of good the Greek philosophy 
taught, whatever of beauty the Greek myth- 
ology embodied, whatever of sublimity the 
eastern mysticism. dreamed whatever of 
majesty the Roman law contained is taken 
up in Christianity and set forth in all its glo- 
rious substantiality.” 

Christ Jesus was not the olathe outgrowth 
of his age, as many unfriendly critics of the 
supernatural in his life have tried so hard 
to prove. It would be a miracle far tran- 
scending all the miracles which the New 
Testament records if such a character were 
to blossom out of the thoughts, the ideas, 
the tendencies, or the deeds of the time in 
which he lived. His own people “ expected ”’ 
a more victorious Joshua, a more magnifi- 
cent Herod, a wider ruling Cesar, a wiser 
Moses, a holier Abraham. Their expecta- 
tion was fulfilled, as many of our prayers are 
answered, not in the manner desired or 


wisely and truly ordains. 

They could not see that tn the form of this 
wayfaring man, manger born and Nazareth 
bred, there was one more powerful than him 
of old by whom the waters of Jordan were 
parted as he entered at the head of the wan- 
dering tribes into the promised land. They 
could not see in him the one who should hush 
the stormy winds and calm the roaring seas, 
and at last lead over the Jordan of death in 
glorious triumph the believing, wandering 
tribes of earth Into the Canaan of everlast- 
ing rest. They could not see as he stood be- 
fore Herod, clad in the old purple robe—the 
mock insignia of royalty—with not a single 
supporter, that he was clothed with panoply 
divine, and behind him and about him were 
the myriad legions of the skies. 

They did not see, as he stood bare and 
bleeding before Pilate’s bar, that when this 
representative of the wide ruling Czesar 


lifted from that lacerated back the insult- 


ing emblems of imperial rule, trying to 
melt their stony hearts to pity, the govern- 
ment was upon his shoulders and of the in- 
crease of his kingdom there should be no end. 
They did not see that in him were all the 
hidden tréasures of wisdom and knowledge 
and that an infinitely wiser teacher and 
leader than Moses was among them. They 
did not grasp the truth he had previously 
uttered, ** Before Abraham was I am;’’ the 
self-existent, the holy one from all eternity. 
These things were hidden from them through 
their prejudices, their stubbornness, their 
conceit, their unbelief. 

He was therefore not the mere human em- 
bodiment of a great national trend of concép- 
tion or sweep of movement. He was not the 
mere expression of what was the best and 
highest in the uttered or unexpressed beliefr 
of his contemporaries, nor even in the imagi- 
‘nation of the noblest thinkers of all the previ- 
ous centuries. He was God's actualized con- 
ception of all that was perfect in man, the 
ideal of humanity. “ He was the consum- 
mate flower of the human race.” That grand 
sentence. of the Roman Terence which 
brought the vast multitude In the theater, 
with thunders of applause, to their feet when 
it first fell upon their ears, “I am a man, 
and there is nothing pertaining to humanity 
which is foreign to me,’’ was therefore true 
only of him in whom “the fullness of the 
godhead dwelleth bodily.” None but he can 
satisfy the imperious needs of universal man 
and as the all powérful divine magnet draw 
all men unto him. He alonecan say with the 
authority of a God, and yet with the persua- 
siveness of a perfectly sympathizing heart: 
‘**Come unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.”

While 
he makes a distinction between “ just wars” and “unjust ware” and en- 
deavors to defend the former, President Roosevelt is in reality a: man of 
peace—a friend of arbitration and the modern method of settling disputes 
by peaceful diplomacy.

The story of the fall of the leaf is an interesting one. It teaches us 
how nature prepares for her off season, in one respect, at least. The 


vitality of the leaf is lessened. Its sap no longer @uffices for its nourish- - 


ment, and, even if the vital fluid were supplied to the leaf, its cells, worn 
out, are no longer capable of utilizing the nourishment afforded. Then 
comes a time when nutrition fails. It is not demanded, and nature cuts 
off the supply. 

Changes now ensue in the structure of the leaf. We find a layer of 
corky consistence formed between the leaf stalk and the branch. Cork is 
always in plants, a tissue of low vitality; when it is fully formed it 
represents practically a dead substance. This layer, therefore, serves as 


the boundary line between that which is living in the plant and that which 


is dead or dying in the leaf. Then comes dryness, always fatal to plant 
tissues. The corky layer shows a line of demarcation, which rapidly 
becomes more and.more distinct, and, finally, the breath of the autumn 
winds causes the separation to be completed, and the dead leaf falls to the 
groun 

This much the botanist teaches us of the physiology of the fall of the 
leaf. It is seen to be a process prepared for at a given season, and pro- 


vided for by reason of the routine it shows in the course of its details.

It is worthy only of the showy activity of the young man who 
dashes at noon to a lunch counter, bolts his coffee and pie, flashes back to 
his office as if millions depended on his every movement, then tranquilly

For,.in thoge ‘days, “ when letters were blurred with sand,” and 
Sir Charles Grandison stood as the model gentleman, flirting, in however 
mild a form, was ,highly reprehensible, and any gentleman who paid 
special attention to a woman, so that his name was coupled with hers as 
that of an admirer, was in honor bound to afford her an opportunity to 
refuse the offer of his hand, even though his heart went not with it. 
Traces of ‘his tradition still linger, and there are many women 
whose nay is more than half a grant, from the fact that they are in 
doubt whether the suitor means what he says. It used also—but that was 
long ago—to be the fashion for a man to blow out his brains by way of 
demonstrating his sincerity when his proposal of marriage met with a 
rejection. .

The lover of today is usually fully convinced that she who refuses him. 


If we had been sensible, perhaps, we should have’ taken warning from 
a study of primitive man as represented in the savage tribes of today. The 
squaw of the Indian, the Kaffir woman, the female of all races who is sub- 
jected to undue physical exertion, loses early her picturesqueness, her 
shapeliness, and her» beauty. The young savage lives a healthy life and 
is comely; her elder, under the dire influence of physical strain, becomes a 
scarecrow. 

The older novelists, when they desired to depict a heroine, represented 
her as a pretty, rounded creature, for choice short of stature. We must 
conceive that they were more or less true to the facts of their day. But 
in modern times our heroine is usually described for us as tall and lissom. 
Lissom is an admirable word, but it is only too often a polite paraphrase 
for leanness. The sex tends to emaciation, to a defective development of 
the chest, and to the mental qualities which those things involve. 

This inherent vice in the training of girls is in even greater evidence 
here than acress the Atlantic. Charles Dana Gibson weekly deludes us 
into the belief that the American gir] is as he draws her. There are prac- 
tically no Gibson girls in America, and there are no Du Maurier girls any

that sympathy between the living being and its surroundings which is 
characteristic of all living nature.

INTERESTING TRADE 


GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. 


There is & wide diversity of opinion in the 
trade as to the probable course of the De- 
cember and May deliveries in the near fu- 
ture. One theory, based on the dullness of 
speculation and the tightness of money, is 
that carrying charges will widen and May 
wheat go to a much wider premium over 
December. With high interest rates, it is 
claimed, there will be more anxiety than 
ever to get away from the cash stuff, and 
references are made to previous times of. 
tight money or financial depression, when 
carrying charges have widened sharply. 
When May wheat went to 2%c premium over 
Decémber during last week there seemed 
to be some interests willing to operate on 
this theory. It was pointed out there was a 
natural carrying charge of 4%c from De- 
cember to May, and there were predictions 
of even a wider difference. But on Fri 
and Saturdey elevator interests seemed dis- 
posed to buy the December, and the May 
premium narrowed to 1%c. Cash grain men‘ 
predicted December would go to May price 
because stocks here are so light and there 
seems no prospect of a good movement here. 
Prices are so much firmer relatively in the 
northwest and stocks there so low the 
spring wheat is likely to move to those mar- 
kets unless the mill strike at Minneapolis 
proves a long drawn out affair. No one ex- 
pects any movement of red winter wheat 
here, and no one expects hard winter wheat 
to be deliverable on contracts with the mar- 
ket in its present shape. It is poésible the 
elevator interests are going to buy to force 
a rally in December in order to attract cash 
grain here. There is a similar position in 
corn and oats, and the December deliveries 
have shown much the greater strength re- 
cently. In corn the December has gone to a 
premium over May, and {n oats the discount 
has narrowed from 2c to Sc. 

The attention of wheat traders was for- 
cibly attracted to the situation in St. Louls 
yesterday by the efforts of St. Louis grain 
men to buy No. 2 red wheat here for ship- 
ment to that market for delivery on Decem- 
ber sales. There was an advance of l\c in 
the December at St. Louis to 82%c, or 5¢ over 
the local price, and this, it was claimed by 
St. Louls parties, wae a profitable shipping 
difference. Albers, who has two houses in 
East St. Louls, was here after No. 2 red, and 
the only hitch in making purchases was the 
question of guaranteeing the grade. The 
atate tnepection at the east end of the big 
bridge is presumably the same ag it isin this 
end of the state, but there was a fear th 
wheat might not be graded the same the 
as on leaving store here.

“ While the exact extent of damage by rain 
to the northwestern crop is still unknown, 
the sentiment obtains that the injury will 
be considerably less than was expected, 
Thongh a good deal of wheat was no doubt 
lowered in grade, elevator men are now look- 
ing for a moderate percentage of No. 1 north- 
ern. Had fit not been for the wet weather 
the crop would, without question, have been 
one of the finest to mill ever raised in the 
northwest. However, there is little or no 
loss in yield, and the new crop probably will 


"be a fair one in quality to mill as soon as it 


has a chance to become dry and fully cured. 
Indications are that in most localities farm- 
ers will freely deliver their wheat at country 
elevators, and that a movement of liberal 
proportions may be looked for, provided 
present prices are maintained.” 

There ie no apparent prospect of any in- 
crease in the local spring wheat stock, with 
the Minnéapotis cash premiums continuing, 
and the progress of the St. Louis deal, there~ 
fore, may be of vitel interest to the shorts in 
this market.

The reason of the prohibition involves a 
curious chapter in trade history. The best 
cigaret tobacco of the east is Turkish. Long 
ago it was found that Turkish tobacco going 
from Constantigople to Alexandria under- 
went a sweating which improved its flavor. 
This gave a prestige to the Egyptian cigaret 
made of Turkish tobacco, which brought 
wealth to the manufacturer and a heavy 
revenue to the state. In order to increase 
this revenue the government at one time 
took measures.to grow the leaf in the delta, 
but the weed proved inferior, and the cigar- 
ets made from it fell fat onthe market. The 
disfavor extended to the legitimate traffic. 
Manufacturers complained and the govern- 
ment found a deficit in its returns. To make 
amends a law was passed forbidding to- 
bacco culture, and ever since the Egyptian 
cigaret has been made of a fine grade of the 
Turkish leaf. The country exports a large 
number of cigarets and a small quantity of 
tobacco, not enough, in fact, to make as many 
go-called ‘Egyptians’ as are smoked in 
twenty-four hours in the United States and

INGING always a song of death, 
whether the song be pitched high or 
low, the emery wheel in the mechan- 
ical world is’ regarded’ as one of the 

most untrustworthy of all the imple- 
ments of manufacture, just as it is regarded 
as one of the most indispensable in the metal 
trades. The solid wheel in which this danger 
lies. is a substitute for the file for the most 
part, doing the work of the file at a rafe 
which makes a return to that slow tool be- 
yong a possibility. 

Thus, with the droning whirr of the wheel 
always in his ears, or with. the harsh,: dis- 
cordant scream of the metal in contact rasp- 
ing upon.his nerves, fire driving in a blaze 
of sulphurous sparks downward and his nos- 
trils stinging with the peppery dust that can- 
not.be kept wholly from him, the emery 
grinder who has the task of smoothing at 
first hands the castings in the rough from 
the foundry earns his $3 a day while he works 
in anticipation of the accident that may come 
in a second or which may hang over him 
like the fabled sword for a lifetime. 

For it is in the history of the emery wheel 
that its victim may be the apprentice who 
for the first time has stood up in front of the 
newest wheel in the first moment of its speed- 
ing; or that it may be the gray old man who 
has worn a hundred wheels to the shafts 
only to die from the fragments of a bursting 
wheel already half worn away. 


Death Through No One’s Fault. 


With the emery wheel accident there is 
that phase of risk which does not belong to 
the category of accidents in the main. So 
frequently the coroner’s verdict in an ace 
cidental death is ‘‘ Somebody blundered ” 
when the emery wheel is burst into a thou 
sand flying missiles by the force of centrifu- 
g¢@] motion and its victim is scarred as by 
shrapnel on the field of battle, tht adie

against is the hidden flaw or "the crack frome 
original testing. 

And .here;in the. situation of the 
emery grinders one finds that old biblical 
observation carried out in spirit and letter: 
“Two women grinding at the mill; one shall 
be taken and the other left.”" 

As to accidents in hazardous occupations, 
the casualty,companies, recognize two divi- 
sions at least in their classifications. One 
of these classes is that in which accidents 
occur no matter how carefully the victim 


may observe every possible precaution, as | 


when in some types of locomotives’a crank 
pin on a driver breaks off, leaving the-driv- 
ing rod tO whin up through the bottom of 
the cab, killing the engineer or the fireman, 
as the case may be. The other class belongs 
to that most frequent type of mag in 
which “ somebody blunders.” 


Good ‘and Bad Risks. 
In general, no man works tn a business so 


hazardous ‘that the casualty company, tech- 


nically, is unwilling to take a riskiupon him. 
TdAterally, .however, there are several occu- 
pations in which the premiums for such risks 
are: prohibitive. The Continental company

“The count is s0 busy,”’ she would say, 
“that we could not think of leaving Ger- 
many now, but we will try to come next 
year, when there will not be so much to 
claim his attention. You know I could not 
think of leaving him here by himself. He 
says he would go crazy without me to help 
him keep things straightened out.

Countess on Sad Errand. 

So the long promised visit has been made 
at last, but not under the bright circum- 
stances that had been planned.” The countess 
came over in haste on a sad errand, and un- 
accompanied by her husband, whom she had 
to leave up to his ears in his country’s affairs. 

The welcome that awaited her was none the 
less,.warm because deferred, and the countess 
has found that in almost half a century dut- 
inf which she has been absent the people of 
her own land have lost none of the qualities 
that have endeared them to the people of

Though the countess has not been in her 
own country, Ameficans have had no trouble 
in following her remarkable career, which 
they have done with interest. ; 

Undoubtedly countess von Waldersee has 
exercised more influércé at the German couPt 
than any other American woman has ever 
commanded in any court, in Burope. 

As Miss BDsther Lee she was the daughter 

of David B. Lee, a pioneer Wholesale grocer 
on South street, in New York. She came of 
an old Connecticut family of farmers and 
landowners. When her father died her 
mother took her and her sisters to Paris. 
There Esther was éducated. 


Refused Morganatic Alliance.  . 
In 1857 she married Prince Frederick von 
Schieswig-Holstein, with whose daughter she 
was on terms of warmest intimacy. She was 
young then, while the German prince was an 
old man. 

By a ragular marriage with the Ametjcap 
girl the Prince would be compelled to re 
nounce his titles,so he proposed a morganatic 
alllance. This was refused by “Miss Léé, 
whereupon the prince gave up his titles and 
made her his bride. 

Six months later the prince died of apo- 
plexy, leaving his girl wife $4,000,000, 

The princess, who held the honorary title 
of princess de Noer, the title of prince de Noer 
having been conferred upon her husband by 
the king of Prussia, was at Wiesbaden in 
1858 when she met Count Alfred von Wal- 
dersee, then a brilliant young officer on the 
king’s staff, whom she married. 

The countess won the confidence of the 
king! who later became emperor of Germany, 
of his son and his grandson, the present em- 
peror, and is Said to have finally caused Bis- 
marck’s overthrow. She was ambitious as 
well as brilliant, and wishéd that her husband 
should succeed the “ Iron Chan¢éellor.” 


Prominent as Bismarck’s Foe. 


During the closing years of Bismarck’s 
tenure of office she was identified with every 
movement that seeméd to weaken his hold on 
imperial favor. Dr. Stodker, the famous 
court chaplain whom Bismarck dismissed, 
was her coadjutor and adviser. Her salon, 
one of the few notable onés Germany ever 
possessed, was a hotbed of anti- Bismarck in- 
trigue, it is asserted. ‘ 

Count von Waldersee was raised to pra 
tical command of the army in 18738, and in 
1900 was appointed to the command of the 
allied forces in China. He succeeded the im- 
mortal Von Moltke as a field marshal, a po- 
sition he now holds. . 

The countess’ friends say she is no poli- 
ticlan, but a devout, true Christian woman; 
that she carried to Germany, where Sunday 
is a day of pleasure, her family’s New Eng- 
‘land ideas of the day, and has exerted her 
influence to modify what is known as the 
continental Sunday. She has also been a 
strong advocate of moderation in drinking. 

But more than anything, in her own esti- 
mation, is the fact that the countess has been 
her husband's first confidante and the sharer 
of all his hopes and doubts throughout their 
life together. 2

So unmistakable was his talent 
he was in a few days acknowledged one of 
the masters of contemporary arts Though 
even now but %3, he has produced eighty 


pietures, many of which hold prominent: 


places in the galleries of Vienna, Berlin, 
Buda-Pesth, and Venice. Born in a small 
town of the rough Basque country, he and 
his pictures are Spanish not only in subject 
but in every thought and feeling: Of course 
h@ has been accused of copying Velasquez, 
Zurbaran, and Murillo. But that is because 
he has painted Spanish people as they did. 
And ‘Spaniards have probably changed as 


littie for two centuries as any people in: 


Hurope. The truth is that, while he loves 
and admires the great work of the artists of 
whom: he is a rightful successor, everything 
he has produced himself has been the result 
of direct study from life. His women are

His own family is distinctly artistic, and

There are nearly a hundred 
figures in it which would do for an {llustration 
for “Don Quixote”’ It is a showy scene, 
with a touch of blight and squalor over the 
old buildings and the little court-where the 
brutal pastime is soon to begin. The people 
are not especially fascinating, nor our kind, 
and theré-is no veil of peach basket pink 
tarlatan prettiness.cast overthem. But they 
smile like this.

It is not wholly because they are new and 
strange that painters like Zuloaga give us

It resem- 
bles the apparitions the mediums sometimes 
show in their cabinet séances. He has an in- 
telligent face, with high forehead; the fingers 
~one stuck into his black vest—are stiff as 
clothes pins without the rounded outlines of 
that domestic utensil. The nails looked glued 
on. Mrs. Flower answérs well to the his- 
torical romance of the high born dame of the - 
old school. Her face is petite, and her mouth 
shows that the American dentist had not 
then “ got in his work,”’ at least not in hers, 

‘for her teeth are gone. But in spite of that 
the mouth fs firm, indicating that if she had 
no teeth of her own the same cannot be said 
of her mind. The artist has given her plenty 
of color that he withheld from her spouse, 
and her aristocratic nose is well done. A 
pearl bordered belt buckle shows off well on 
the black velvet gown, and in the belt pro- 
-trudes a sign of wealth in those days—a gold 
watch, the seal at the end of the fob dropping 
below the belt. She wears a turban of white 
lace ornamented in-front with a gold and 
silver brooch. Over it is a lace kerchief tied 
under her chin. Her hands are rounder, but 
the fingers are not much of an improvement 
upon those of her pictured mate. 

A handsome chap with gray hair in queve. 
and elegant outlined features is Ninian Ed- 
wards, governor and first United States sena- 
tor from Illinois, by J. R. Stuart. The por- 
trait is in bold clear relief, but, like the ma- 


‘jority of the collection, lacks atmosphere, 


has the look of being pasted on to the back- 
ground, if there can be said to be any back- 
ground. A thin, scholarly, high bred face of 
Daniel Pope Cook, by the same artist, has 
the same merits and the same defects. He 
was the sole member of congress from II}i- 
nois in the early '20s. Cook county was named 
in his honor. There are several portraits of 
French governors and explorers, chiefly 
copies by Healey or Holmfeld, who, with . 
their flowing wigs or real hair, as the case 
may be, look as though they had stepped 
out of one of Gilbert Parker’s novels or were 
the heroes of some other historical romance. 
There is La Salle, in his damask colored coat: 
Talon, Giscoverer of the Illinois valley, with 
black overarching eyebrows and a tiny mus- 
tache turned up each side of the nostrils, and . 
flowing lecks of dark mahogany hue; Cham- 
plain, discoverer of Lakes Huron and On- 
tario as well as that which bears his name. 
There is a copy of Joseph Bush’s erude but 
interesting portrait of Explorer John Rogers 
Clark. As represented, the fate is nearly the

O you know how to hold your chin properly 
Not one Woman in a thousand does. One 
woman tilts her chin too far forward, using it 
in a curious ducklike manger. Another has the 
habit of digging her chin into her neck, spoil- 
ing every particle of pretty outline of chin and 
throat. A third carries her head on one side 
and so manages to distort her features and de- 
stroy whatever beatity she may ofice have had, 

Now, the chin is an important feature, and upon the man- 
ner of carrying it a great deal depends, much more than you 
suppose. A chin that is properly carried will make a pretty 
woman out of a plain one; and a chin that is wrongly held will 


spoil the best face. 


In the dramatic schools they take a new pupil and teach | 


her to carry her head well. She must learn to walk with her 
head well set upon her shoulders, and this means that she 
must hold her chin up and her shoulders back. As soon a8 & 
pupil learns to do this she has taken her first lesson in dra- 
matic art. 

To carry the chin up does not mean to tilt it forward. 
Often a woman, trying to carry chin erect, will merely throw 
her head back while her chin is dug deeper than ever into 
her throat. The result is a double chin. 

Carrying the head forward and the chin low is a habit, 
tt is sometimes induced by the fact that the muscles of the 
neck are weak and the victim cannot. hold her head erect 
without positive pain. In this case there is nothing possible 
except physical culture of the cords of the neck and throat. 
Let them be bathed in cold water and exercised. And let the 
patient try at all _ to hold the neck erect and firm. 


Simple Expedients May Cure. 


A certain woman who had taken up public singing as a 
profession found that, when not singing, she had a way of 
letting her head fall forward in a most ungraceful manner. 
Try as she would she could not break herself of the trick of 
letting her chin droop. | 

One day she hit upon an expedient. Taking a stiff white 
linen collar she hooked it around her neck. It was Joose, 80 
that it did not,bind the throat, but it was tall and sufficiently 
firm to waa the neck. Putting this on, the woman read, 
sang, practiced walking, and went through with her re- 
hearsals, taking care always to have the back of the neck 
rest against the back of the linen collar. The result was that 
she soon had acquired the trick of holding up her head. 

Another woman, anxious to hold up her head, wore 4 pair 
of eyeglass frames, putting them low on her nose and forcing 
herself to look through them. | Np 

She wore them a couple of hours a day in her own room. 
There were no’ glasses in these spectacles, but the frames 
answered the purpose. In ofder to look through them she 
was obliged to hold up her head, to lift her chin, and the 
effect was excellent, for it got her into the habit of doing so. 

Another woman who had a babit of digging her chin into 
her chest held up her head in such a way as to force herself 
to look down. She really for @ titfie looked at all things “* over 
her chin,” as she said, and the result was that soon she had 
acquired the habit of holding up her head. 3 : 


Lowered Head Produces Double Chin. 


For stout people there is no argument. The chin that is 


lowered into the neck will immediately transform itself into — 


two, three, and éven four chins, and still the woman goes on, 
digging her chin into her throat and letting more chins form. 

If the stout woman would lift her chins and would hold 
her head erect her neck would immediately grow longer. 
And at thé same time her chins wotild grow fewer. If she 
be a stout woman of only average proportions the double 
chins will disappear entirely and the feck will become shapely 
again. 

Even a young gifl will have a double chin if she “ ducks” 
her chin down into her néck, and the woman of full develop-. 
ment will utterly spoil the contour of her profile by doing so. 
Practice lifting yout head and see what a difference it will 
make in your appearance. ' 

The woman who Wants to experiment with her chins ean 
do so by taking a profile view. Let her look into the mirror, 
holding a hand giass in her hand. If she will take a side 
view she will find she has a double chifi and can make a 
couple of chins by lowering her head still more. But let her 
lift her head and the chins will disappeat and the contour of 
the face will come out strong and sharp. It is a simple little 
expedient, but such an aid to good looks. 


Conformation Rests Largely with Owner. 


The shape of the neck and the shape of the chin can be 
largely controlled by the owner herself. ough the neck 
is supposed to be shaped by nature and the chin molded in 
the same manner, really both are within the grasp of any 
woman who will take the time and the trouble to influence 
them. 

Of course a prominent chin cannot be made into a small 
chin except by a surgical operation, and a little chin can 
never be made prominent. But in the matter of doubling all 
chins can be controlled. The delicately molded single chin is 
within the reach of all, as is the double chin—if a woman 
cares to possess such a feature. : er 

The finest chins are those of medium proportion, with an 
inclination toward fleshiness. This gives the rourided chin, 
with its soft curves, which is so adorable in any woman, young 
or old. | 

The chin that is pink and smooth, showing no facial blem- 
ishes of any kind, is one of woman’s chief charms, quite as 
important as her eyes and almost as important as her teeth. 
To obtain stich a chin requires a great deal of study along 
physical culture lines, and it requires a constant attention to 
the laws of health and hygiene. You cannot have a clear, 
pretty chin if the system is not properly fed with air and 
water as well as with good food. 


Chin and Throat Improve Together. 


‘The neck and throat are important in the scheme of 
beauty, for it is impossible to take a course in the physical 
culture of the chin without also improving the throat. The 
throat and neck should be round and broad, like a column. 
The neck should be large, though it should not look too 
heavy for the head. The flat, thin neck is not pretty, but 
the neck that is round and columnesque is the one that is 
regarded as nearer the ideals of beauty. : 

To get such a neck begin by following a few rules of 
physical culture. 

Throw the head back and keep it back. 

Do not strain the cords, but practice standing with the 
head up and the chin tilted. | 

For fifteen minutes daily take head swinging exercises, 
letting the head lie as far back as possible, then slowly lift- 
ing it. 
Do not sit and read with the eyes aslant, for this, beside 
injuring the eyes, will also make the neck stiff, thus prevent- 
ing any further physical culture movements. 

Do not wear a tight; airproof collar, but try the ventilated 
neckwear, the lace stocks, and all things that will give air 
and freedom to the neck and throat. 

Try not to let the throat get into creases, for it takes time 
and patience, massage, and exercise to get them out. 

Part of the day, if possible, ket the throat be free and 
during this time jet the air play upon it, even if only for a 
few hours in the evening. , 

Cultivate the habit of holding the head not only erect 
but straight, not tilted toward either shoulder. 

And strive daily and all the time to let the throat support 
the head. When the neck is tiréd, instead of letting it sag 
upon the chest, place the head back upon a pillow and rest 
it in an easy manner. 

The practice of holding up the héad grows upon one. At 
first it seems a bit difficult, and the neck will ache and the 
position become etrained, but soon it gets to be second fta- 
ture, so much so that it is difficult to walk with the chin 
cast down. Hold tp the chin when taking your daily exercise, 
and the result will be beneficial, not only to the looks, but 
to the health, for one gets better air in that manner and the 
lungs are capable of deeper breathing. 

But for the young Woman, the beauty seeker, it should 
not be hard, and ft is certainly as quick and as sure an aid
